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SUBSTANCE OF THE INTERVIEW 

Sir: 

In response to the Interview Summary mailed July 5. 2005 . please consider the 
remarks set forth below. 

In accordance MPEP § 713.04, Applicants provide a Statement of the Substance 
of the Interview conducted by telephone on June 28, 2005. Applicants, through their 
attorney, submitted a proposed draft amendment, which was faxed to the Examiner on 
June 24, 2005. The proposed draft amendment includes addition of new phrases such 
as: "radially toward an object, and said optical axes of light source in a linear group are 
radially disposed outward in a common plane" in claim 21 and "operable to project ... 
according to control of ... by a light source controller" in claim 22. The Examiner and 
his Supervisor advised that the proposed amended claim language may not clearly 
capture what is shown in drawing Figures 3A - 3C and may not overcome the rejections 
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of an Office Action filed on April 6, 2005. The Examiner, his Supervisor, and Applicant's 
representative mentioned some of the wordings and phrases, which may overcome the 
noted art rejections. United States Patent Nos. 6,441,888 and 4,427,880 were 
discussed. For the record, the attorney conducting the interview as a representative for 
Applicants was Joshua B. Dobrowitsky, Registration Number 51 ,288.
